For Educational Work. 

Z. T. Clark, a banker of Moultrie, 
came before the committee to urge an 
appropriation for educational work 
among the Georgia cotton growers on 
the subject of fighting the boll weevil. 
He stated that many country. banks 
have failed in Mississippi because of 
the ravages of the boll weevil—that 20 
per cent of these Mississippi banks have 
been affected. H@expects the Georgia 
banks to be affected also, he said, un- 
less provision is made to reduce the 
destruction of cotton by the boll weevil, 
He also cited that the value of land will 
im Georgia depreciate and that a reduc- 
tion in cotton growing will result in 
considerable exodus of negro farm 
labor—a loss of labor to the farmer and 
of consumers to the merchant. 


Reasonable Appropriation This Year. 

Mr. Clark said that he believes a rea- 
sonable appropriation can be used ad- 
vantageously in educative work now 
and that next year the larger the ap- 
propriation the more effective it will 


be. 

I. W. Williams, an assistant in cot- 
ton breeding for the state department 
of entomology, told of his experience 
in Georgia. He said the farmers are 
becoming interested and are wanting 
pedigreed cotton seed to fight the, 
weevil. This demand he believes is 
obliged to exceed very soon the sup- 
ply and in order to fight the weevil 
successfully. this seed must be pro- 
duced, either on special farms, as. is 
now the case, tg corse fhe ne 
any) must shown how to keep 
his breed of cotton pure.

SERBIAN CITY 
TAKEN BY GERMANS. ‘ 

Berlin, November 3.—(Via London.)— 
The city or wsitee «uzice) in north- 
eastern Serbia has been captured by tne 
Germans. This announcement was 
made by the war ofifce today. 

The announcement follows: 

‘Usitee (Uzice) has been occupied. 
The Cacak-Kraguyevatz high road has 
been crossed. On both sides of the 
Morava the enemy is offering stubborn 
resitsance. 

“In Kraguyevatz three cannon, twen- 
ty machine guns, twelve mine throw- 
ers, several thousand rifles and much 
ammunition and materials were cCap- 
tured. 

“The German troops of the army of 
General von Koevess took 250 prisoners 
and four cannon. During the last three 
days the army of General von Gallwitz 
has captured 1,100 Serbians. 

“General Boyadjoeff (Bulgarian) has 
driven back the enemy west of Plan- 
inica, on both sides of the Zajecar- 
Paracin high road, capturing 230 pris- 
oners and four cannon. Southwest of 
Kniazevac, Bulgarian troops, pursuing 
the enemy, captured the bridgehead at 
Syrljig, crossed the Svrijigsen and are 
pushing across the Ples mountain, 1,327 
meters high, and the Philajanska 
mountain, 1,369 meters, toward the 
Nisava. Three hundred prisoners and 
two machine guns fell into our hands. 

“The forces which advanced in the 
valley of the Nisava retreated before 
attacks of superior enemy forces. The 
Ogov mountain, 1,154 meters high, to 
the west of Bola Pilanka, has been 
held.“ 


Vienna, November 3.— (Via London). 
The Austrian war officé tonight issued 
the following:

Paris, November 3.—Large numbers 
of foreigners, fleeing. before the Austro- 
German advance, have taken refuge at 
Kralievo, 35 miles northwest of Kragu- 
yevatz, according to a Saloniki dis- 
patch to The Matin, filed yesterday. 
They include the families of French 
engineers employed in tne copper mines 
in the Bor region between the Danube 
and Timok.

Paris, November 3.—The ministerial 
declaration made today by Aristide 
Briand, the new premier, was most 
favorably received in both the chamber 
of deputies and the senate and a vote of 
confidence of 615 to 1 was given the 
government amid great applause. 

The premier’s announcement that it 

was the government's decision to ob- 
tain guarantees of a durable peace be- 
fore laying down arms also was greeted 
with enthusiasm. 
M. Renaudel, the socialist leader, told 
the chamber that France should annex 
none of the territory captured from en- 
emies of France. This was taken to 
mean that the socialists were opposed 
to the recovery of Alsace and Lorraine 
and it caused tumult and violent pro- 
tests. 

When order had been restored there 
came another outburst of enthusiasm, 
following a reply to M. Renaudel by 
Deputy Andre Maginot, who is still suf- 
fering from a wound received in battle. 


In the name of the soldiers at the 


front, M. Maginot declared that M. 
Renaudel had no authority to speak for 
them. 

Deputies Renaudel, Emile Constant 
and Rameil attacke@ the censorship, 
demanding that there be entire liberty 
of the press on political questions. They 
protested against the barring from the 
troops at the front of any French news- 
paper on account of an expression of 
opinion by it.

TRAFFIC REGULATIONS. 


if ever revision was needed, and careful 


and thorough revision at that, it is in the 


traffic regulations on Atlanta’s streets. The 


city council has appointed a special com- 
mittee to go into this matter, and it is grati- 
fying that it has announced its purpose to 
do it thoroughly and completely, and recom- 
mend changes that will relieve the discon- 
certing congestion that is rapidly growing 
throughout the business center. 

From morning until night automobiles 
are thickly parked, from hour to hour, upon 
the city’s most extensively traveled streets, 
Peachtree and Whitehall, in the most thickly 
congested sections, are crowded until it is 
sometimes difficult for a vehicle to get 
through. It is a wonder that accidents are 
as few and far between as they are. The 
same is true of narrow side streets in the 
business section, which are crowded with 
parked cars until it is like threading one’s 
Way through a labyrinth to get past them. 

But it is not alone a question of crowd- 
ing the streets by parked cars. There is 
congestion, often to the point of blockade, 
due to following not the lines of least re- 
sistance, but the avenues to which smooth 
pavements and city life attract. 

The only problem to the average busi- 
ness man is getting to his office in the 
morning with the greatest comfort and the 
least inconvenience. Naturally, to do this, 
he must travel in his automobile over the 
‘smoothest pavement. He would rather con- 
tend with congestion on a smooth pavement 
than to attempt to hurry over bumpy Bel- 
ian block. This is human nature, and there 
is no changing it. : 

One of the best solutions of the problem 
is the construction of smbothly paved 
streets leading into the city parallel with 
Peachtree on the north side, and others 
wherever and whenever they are needed in 
other directions, in order to take a sub- 
stantial portion of the traffic off the main 
thoroughfare. 

So far as business men are concerned, 
and likewise trucks engaged in handling 
business traffic, all they want or ask is 
avenues of travel which they can easily and 
comfortably negotiate. 

One additional smoothly paved street 
each year for the next four or five years 
would solve Atlanta's traffic problem as 
nothing else could do it. |

THE SOUND OF THE TOCSIN. 

The result of Tuesday’s elections is not 
encouraging from the national democratic 
standpoint. . 

Massachusetts went republican. The 

New York legislature remains republican in 
both its branches. The democrats lost the 
legislature in President Wilson’s home 
state, New Jersey. Republican victories are 
reported from almost every doubtful ballot 
box. But worst of all came the discouraging 
report from Maryland and Kentucky on the 
night of election: “Result in doubt, but 
probably democratic.” a 

There is no surprise over the result in 
Pennsylvania and other old-time republican 
bailiwicks. It was anticipated that these 
would show no material change. There was 
no manifest hope of upsetting their tradi- 
tions. They have gone republican and for 
years to come they will continue to do so. 
But with Maryland and Kentucky it was 
different, for this time at least both were 
counted upon as overwhelmingly democratic. 
They remain so—but the margin is too nar- 
row for comfort. 

If ever there was a warning posted and 
paraded in big black letters upon banners 
that will be read the country over it was 
written in the republican victories of Tues- 
day. In that warning is the democratic 
party’s lesson; it has taught that something 
is the matter—something which it must lo- 
cate and remedy if it can. 

This warning comes upon the eve of the 
assembling of congress. Fortunately, there 
is given a full year’s notice in advance of 
the next national election. In a year the 
people of the United States will gather at 
the polls to name a president and a new 
congress. 

Many things may happen within a year, 
and there are twelve months of opportunity 
before the democratice congress and the 
democratic administration, but they must 
take cognizance of what has just happened 
at the polls and use it as a working basis. 
If they will do this they may overcome the 
temporary backset of Tuesday. if they do 
not, the situation a year from now may be 
worse than it is today. 

The situation is one which demands not 
only the wisest party leadership and the 
keenest foresight of democratic statesmen, 
but party harmony and party unity all along 
the line. : 

If we have democratic victory next fall 
we must get together and fight for it in 
solid party phalanx. Otherwise we may as 
well despair of repeating the success of 
1912. 


UP TO ATLANTA MERCHANTS. 


Atlanta merchants, and especially At- 
lanta manufacturers, have a double oppor-

The controversy of many years regarding 
the identity of the discoverer of ether as a 
anaesthetic, the honor of which was claimed 
for Dr. Crawford Long, of Georgia, and for G. 
F. Jackson, of Boston, has ended in favor: 
of Dr. Long, according to a statement in the 
current issue of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. This conclusion was 
reached after a review of a publication by 
Dr. Allen J. Smith, in which documentary ev~ 
idence of a most convineing character in fa- 
vor of Dr. Long is presented. | 

It is shown by this evidence that Dr. Long 
used ether for the first time upon any pa- 
tient on March 30, 1842, when he anaesthetized 
James Venable, after which he removed two 
wens from the patient's neck. For removing 
these wens Dr. Long received $4, and in ad- 
dition he was paid 50 cents for the use of 
the ether. There were two operations, one 
for each wen, Mr. Venable stipulating that 
if the anaesthetic was successful in its ef- 
fects and the first wen removed without 
pain, the second one was to be removed in 
like manner. 

Dr. Long’s account book recording this 
transaction is certified by P. F. Hinton, clerk 
of the superior court of Jackson county, 
Georgia, as being “a correct copy of an orig- 
inal entry made in his book for medical serv- 
ices for the year 1842 by Dr. Crawford Long.” 
The originals of the documents are in pos- 
session of Mrs. Taylor, of Athens, Ga., a daugh- 
ter of Dr. Long, and facsimiles are in the ar- 
Chives of the University of Pennsylvania, of 
which Dr. Long was a graduate. 

It appears from the evidence collected 
by Dr. Smith that C. F. Jackson of Boston, 
who asserted that he discovered ether, did 
not communicate his ideas upon thé subject 
to anyone until 1845, when he told Dr. W. 
T. G. Morton, who, in the following year, 
made use of the anaesthetic. 

“The dates in the ether priority contro- 
versy are thus cleared up,” says The Journal 
“The other question sometimes discussed, 
whether or not Dr. Long really appreciated 
his great discovery, and the assertions often 
made that he failed to make.it known or 
abandoned the use of ether anaesthesia, are 
all answered by the reproductions of Dr. 
Smith, which show very clearly that he con- 
tinued to use it and to demonstrate its ef- 
ficiency in spite of the opposition of members 
of the profession, who could not bring them- 
selves to recognize what a great discovery 
had been made.” :

German scientists, he writes, not only are 
engaged in finding new devices for slaughter 
or in inventing substitutes for the neces- 
saties of life, of which the British navy is 
depriving their country, but some of them 
are studying the problem of increasing Ger- 


many’s ulatio 

1 5 — that a substantial risé in the 
bi rate is an urgent need for the future 
of Germany, and it is characteristic of Ger- 
man thoroughness that several scientists and 
Sociologists have been detached from war 
service to deal with a matter which cannot 
yield and profit in a military sense, in the 
shape of conscripts for the army, until 1835. 

For several years the percentages of births 
has been decreasing in all parts of Germany, 
anc particularly in the large centers of pop- 
Ulation, and the loss of enormous numbers of 
men in the war, combined with its economic 
effects, willl tend inevitably to a still fur- 
ther reduction of thé birth rate. The out- 
look in this direction is considered to be 
very serious, and recently a committee was 
formed in Berlin to investigate the problem 
in all its aspects and draw up practical rec- 
ommendations for legislative and other meas- 
ures to stimulate the healthy growth of the 
population. 

This committee included one government 
‘official, two men with experience in munici- 
pal administration, two physicians, two wom- 
en with experience of enaritabie work among 
the poor and two professors. Similar com- 
mittees, whose members were for the most 
part drawn from the same classes, were 
tormed in other German towns to work in- 
dependently on their own lines. It is now 
possible to summarizé some of the results of 
their labors and to record a few of the 
recommendations made to increase the pop- 
ulation of Germany, and thus provide soldiers 
tor the wars ot tne future, f 

Premiums for Children. 

A beginning should be made in the upper 
forms ot all the state schools of the country, 
according to a proposal elaborated in detail 
by one of the committees. 

“The boys and giris who are educated in 
our Schools should be taught that the famliy 
is the basis of the state,” it says. Instruc- 
tion in this sense should be given to both 
sexés from the age of 14 or 15 onward. E- 
ery boy should learn that it is his duty not 
only to be a soldier for Germany and to de- 
veiop into a worthy citizen ot our empire, 
but also to marry and become the father 
of a number of children. Every girl must 
learn that motherhood is the most sacred 
duty of women. 

These ideas should be impressed on 
young Germany alike by the teacners af our 
state schools and by pastors and priests. Min- 
isters of religion of all denominations 
in particular snould make a special effort 
to preach the holiness of fatnerhood and 
motherhood to boys and girls and to young 
men and young Women. Pastors and priests 
may also do much good in this respect by 
urging parents to instruct their sons and 
aaugniers in this sense; every German must

In 
Iowa men get wealthy by growing two ears 
of corn where only one grew before.

According to other recommendations, the 
influence thus exercised on the rising genera- 
tion should be supplemented by direct or in- 
direct premiums for children. Other sug- 
gestions include proposals for a special tax 
on bachelors and for the reduction of the 
taxes levied on parents in proportion to the 
size of their families. Private employers, 
it is suggested, will recognize the necessity 
of following the government’s example in 
apportioning salaries and wages, but if they 
fail to do so, and if persuasive measures do 
not suffice, legislative compulsion is pro- 
‘posed in order to make them offer these 
financial rewards for large families. 

Toe Abolish Compulsory Celibacy. 

“Germany needs children and every con- 
ceivable inducement must be offered in or- 
der to encourage large families,” declares 
one of the reports. 

Here is another recommendation selected 
from several dealing with the same point: 

“There must be an end to all compulsory 
Celibacy in certain positions in the service 
of the government. Some of our teachers are 
now compelled to be single, and this harm- 
ful restriction must be removed. Women em- 
ployed by the government in any capacity 
whatever must be permitted to -marry and 
to become mothers without losing their posta. 
Special measures must be taken to care for 
the young children of women who are wage- 
earners, whether in the service of the state 
or of private employers. It méans expendi- 
ture; and liberal expenditure, but Germany 
neéds children, and no price is too high to 
pay for them.” : 

One drastic proposal demands that “it 
shall be a penal offense for any employer to 
make the engagement of an employee condi- 
tional to the latter being and remaining sin- 
gle. Advertisements can often be read of- 
fering this or that position to a single man, 
Employers should in future be prohibited 
from imposing any such conditions and news- 
papers from publishing advertisements con- 
taining any ‘conditional offer of the kind. 
Employers must be made to understand that 
their own convenience must be subordinated 
to Germany's need of babies.” 


“Why Not a Stanton Day?”

“The Georgia Normal and Industrial col- 
lege at Milledgeville is doing a great work 
that is limited only by the .capacity of the 
plant and the financial ability of the school 
to take care of students. The increase asked 
for by this institution is much needed and 
well merited. ö 

“The North Georgia Agricultural college 
reports that their enrollment is up to ca- 
pacity, with a very high personnel in the 
student body. District school 8 have 
been received from the Third, 8 Sixth, 
Seventh, Ninth and Tenth districts & N. 
schools, all showing increased attendance, 
and indicating that increased support from 
the state will relieve pressing needs and en- 
able them to work.
